With Issue 788, the Doctor Who strip was retitled Doctor 
Who and the Daleks. This title would remain for some time 
even though the Daleks would not feature in every adven- 
ture. 

As well as the title change, the strip underwent a format 
change. Now promoted to an unprecedented three pages, 
the strip appeared on the front cover of the comic in full 
colour and continued on pages two and three in black and 
white. 

The Doctor is seen playing his recorder for the first time 
in this adventure. John observes that the Doctor only plays 
the instrument when he is “Puzzling a problem”. 

The Doctor is also seen to sport his tall stovepipe hat 
which he wore in his early television adventures.
